INTRODUCTION 
GENERAL 


During the year under review, 7 copper-plate charters and 364 stone inscriptions were 
examined by the Directorate of Epigraphy at Mysuru and Nagpur, the zonal offices at Lucknow 
and Chennai. Of these, the copper-plate charters are included in Appendix A. Appendix B contains 
the stone inscriptions collected by the members of this branch. In Appendix C are included 110 
Arabic and Persian inscriptions collected by the members of the Nagpur office. Appendix D 
contains the list of photographs prepared during the year. 


Sri Jai Prakash, Director (Epigraphy) I/c (since retired) visited U jjain District of Madhya 
Pradesh. Dr. K. Munirathnam, Director (Epigraphy) I/c visited Chittoor, East Godavari, Guntur 
and Kadapa Districts of Andhra Pradesh.

Sri S. Krishnamurthy, Assistant Epigaphist, visited Hoshangabad and Narsinghpur Districts of 
Madhya Pradesh. Solapur District of Maharashtra. His collections include Nos. B 227, 233 and 236.

Districts of Karnataka. Nos. B 155 and 158 are important. Sri P. Balamurugan, Assistant Epigraphist, 
visited Tiruchirappalli District of Tamil Nadu.

The Arabic and Persian Inscriptions listed in Appendix C of this report was examined 
by Dr. M. Aftab Zeya, Director (Epigraphy) I/c (Arabic and Persian Inscriptions) Archaeological 
Survey of India, Epigraphy Branch, Nagpur, Maharashtra These inscriptions were copied and 
photographed by Dr. GS. Khwaja, Director Epigraphy (since retired), Sri Md. Shahnawaz Alam, 
Sri Muntazir Ali, Sri Md. Tárique Rasool, and Sri Md. Ajmal, Assistant Epigraphists of this office. 


Important inscriptions of this year's collection are reviewed in the following pages. 
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COPPER - PLATES 


WESTERN GANGAS: No. A 4 from Mysüru written in Sanskrit and Kannada language and 
Kannada characters is dated Saka 880, Vyaya, Phalguna, Su. 10, Thursday. The object of the record 
is to register the gift of Nevale-nadu by the king Vishnugopa to a certain person Haliyamma 
gamunda, son of Haradara-dharmma gamunda who fought and killed the bedas, namely Nilamega 
and Kalamega of Are-nadu. 


The king Vishnugopa who is mentioned in the present record is said to have ruled for 
about 30 years between 440 A.D. and 469 AD. (Deasai P.B, History of Karnataka p. 69). The date 
of the plates which is discussed above does not tally with his reign period. Further, the Kannada 
script used in the present copper plate, palaeographically does not match with the Vishnugopa's 
reign. The language of the charter also does not tally with his reign period ie, S* century A.D. 
and it contains lot of orthographical errors Keeping the above facts in view, it can be concluded 
that this copper plate is spurious. 


INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


CHALUKYAS OF VARUNA: No. B 173 from Tagaduru is undated and is written in Kannada 
language and characters of the 10^ century AD. It registers the death of Gotteyanna son of 
Binayya, in a cattle raid. Further it mentions that Gotteyanna was the servant (manemagati) of 


Goggi. 


There are some inscriptions (EC. Vol. V, Nanjanagudu Nos. 258-71) at Varuna in Mysuru 
taluk and district, referring to the Goggi and his family members namely Narasinga and Durga, 
who were the feudatory chieftains. It appears that they belong to the Chalukya family, bearing 
the crest of Adivaraha (mahasamanta chalukya vamsodbhavanadi varaha lanchanam). Unfortunately, 
no more evidences citing relationship among Narasinga, Durga and Goggi is available. But it is 
clear that all belong to the same branch of the Chalukya vamsa. 


A few inscriptions of Goggi are found at Varuna. All these refer to the death of several 
individuals, probably in skirmishes on behalf of the local chieftain Uttavagalla against another 
chief Edavari. Interestingly, all the individuals who died in the battles are described as manevagati 
or manemagati which evidently show that they are their subordinates The present record also 
mentions that Gotteyanna was the manemagati of Goggi as noted above. This indicates that the 
persons, who gave up their lives in the battle, are very loyal to the Goggi, fought on his behalf 
and died. 


The term manemagati is taken here as house servant or a permanent servant of a person. 
The terms like velevalis, velevadica, mane-magan, mane-mudda, priya-putra, premalaya-sutan, poreda- 
magan etc. convey the same meaning. Dr. M. Chidanandamurthy rightly says that the manemagati is 
equal to the kulaputra which is mentioned by poet Bana in his work Harshacharita. (Chidananda- 
murthy M, Kannada Sasanagala Samskrutika Adhyayana, pp. 306-07). Manemagati is a Kannada 
form of the Sanskrit word kulaputra. The young kulaputras were treated as the sons of the king 
and queens and they were very loyal to them. They exhibited their gratitude to the members of 
the royal family for generations. When Prabhakaravardhana, the Kanauj king of the Pushyabhüti 
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dynasty and the father of Harsha died due to some disease, one of his kulaputra sacrificed his life 
by committing self-immolation. Here the persons regarded themselves as the sons of their masters, 
and whenever any problem in their masters family occurred, they never hesitated to sacrifice 
themselves, 


CHOLA: No. B 244 belonging to the reign of the king Parakesarivarman, who may identified with 
Parantaka I is found engraved on the southern wall of the mahamandapa in the Saptharishiévara 
temple at Lalgudi, in Lalgudi Taluk of Tiruchirappalli District, Tamil Nadu. It is engraved in 
Tamil language and characters of the 10 century AD. and mentions that certain Pugalankaman, 
a native of Kīļpilārrutturaiyūr in Pāchch-kūrram, donated some land to Satankavi-athyan and 
Satankavi-ichchakan, probably for beating drums in the temple, after purchasing it from the temple 
of ĪSvara Bhattarakar. 


Another Tamil inscription (No. B 248) from Lalgudi of the same period records that an 
individual named Onan, Adittan, a native of Putukkudi in Idaiyārrūr-nādu constructed the temple 
of Paramēšvarī on behalf of Tisaiyayirattaifür ruvar, a merchant guild. 


HOYSALA: No. B 191 from Mattancherry, in Cochin Taluk and District, Kerala is found engraved 
on a herostone in Kannada language and characters. It belongs to the reign of the Hoysala king 
Ballala III, dated Saka 125[8] Subhakritu, Kartika $u. 15, Tuesday (irregular) and seems to record 
the death of Māļayanāyaka, son of Tayala in a fight with Viranayaka when Sādhāļadēva was 
administering the region. 


PANDYA: No. B 253 from Vellur, Musiri Taluk, Tiruchirappalli District, Tamil Nadu belongs to 
the second regnal year of the king Sundarapándya and is found engraved on the lintel portion 
of the entrance into the mahámandapa of Tirukāmēšvara temple. It is in Tamil language and 
characters of 13^ century A.D. and records that an individual named Pañ janedi-vanan-ekanayakan- 
rajanarayanachilan-settiyar of Singamangalam had constructed the musical (pan-mandapa) and 
dancing halls (nirutta-mandapa) in the temple. 


PARAMARA : No. B 227 from Sohagpur, in Sohagpur Tahsil of Hoshangabad District, Madhya 
Pradesh, is engraved in Sanskrit language and Nagari characters and belongs to the reign of 
the Paramára king Jayavarma. The inscription dated Sarnvat 1244 begins with invocation to 
Šāntijinēšvara and records the genealogy of the kings starting from Siyaka to Jayavarma It 
records the renovation of Udadmukhamatha, construction of a temple to its east and a mandapa 
dedicated to Šāntinātha. Further, it mentions the erection of a pillar (jinabirnba) and installation 
of images of Ambikadevi and Manibhadra. The inscription refers to itself as prašasti and names 
Maddala as its composer. 


SATAVAHANA: No. B 14 from Chébrólu in Chebrolu Mandalam, Guntur District, Andhra 
Pradesh, is found engraved on a loose pillar in the forest area and is now kept in the premises 
of the Bhīmēšvara temple in the village. It is written in Sanskrit language and Brahmi characters 
of the 2™ century AD. It belongs to the reign of the Satavahana king Vijaya and is dated in his 
5^ regnal year (mentioned both in words and numeral). The other details of the date are Hemanta 
paksha, divasa 5. The inscription records the construction of the temple (prasada), mandapa and 
consecration of images on the southern side of the temple by a certain Varumana (name partly 
lost) for the merit of the king in the temple of Bhagavatī Saktimatruka at Tambrape (ie. modern 
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Chebrolu). 


This inscription is historically important as it is the second known record of the reign of 
the Satavahana king Vijaya, after the one found from Nagarjunakonda dated in his 6" regnal 
year. In the inscription from Nagarjunakonda his name was mentioned as Gautamiputra Vijaya 
Šātakarņi and he may be identified with the king Vijaya of the Puranic list and with the king 
Vijaya Satakarni found on some of the coins from Tarhala hoard. Dr. D. C. Sircar has assigned the 
year of accession of this king to 203 A.D, and opined that he ruled up to 208 AD. The present 
record issued in his 5^ regnal year, may therefore be assigned to 207 AD. This inscription is also 
important as it refers to a temple dedicated to Bhagavati (goddess) Saktimatrukayah, who may be 
identical with the Saptamatrukas and therefore can be regarded as the earliest epigraphical refernce 
to the worship of Saptamatrukas in South India. 


VIJAYANAGARA: No. B. 158, a Kannada record of the reign of the king Bukkaraya I is found 
engraved on a slab setup in the compound of the temple of Janardhana at Palya in Alur taluk of 
Hassan district, Karnataka. It is dated Saka 1283, Sarvari, Afvija, šu. 13, which corresponds to 1360 
AD, September 23, Wednesday. It registers a grant of two villages viz, Chandanahalli in Manalige- 
nadu and Haradanūrapura in Mūga-nādu, yielding an income of 80 gadyanas for the services of 
the god Janardhana of Settipapaleya by Tippanna-vodeya, son of ISvaradeva-vodeya belonging to 
Brahmakshatriya family. Further states that the gift was entrusted with the priests of the temple. 


Another Kannada inscription (No. B 175) of the reign of the king Devaraya I is found 
engraved on a sati stone lying in the gomala of the village Gantinkoppa, in Sagar taluk, Shimoga 
district, Karnataka. It is dated Saka 1340, Vilambi, Pushya ba. 12, Tuesday, which corresponds to 
1418 A.D, December 21 and records the committing of sati (sahagamana) by Siriyakka, wife of 
Hodeyappa gaüda, son of Tirida gaüda, who died in a fight when Viranna-odeya, son of Bommana 
odeya was ruling over Araga. i 


No. B 92 of the reign of the Vijavanagara king Achyutaraya is found engraved on a slab 
setup near the Yēļumandamma temple at Chunchaghatta, Bengaluru Taluk and District, Karnataka. 
It is dated Šaka 1[4]55, Vijaya, Bhadrapada and seems to register a gift of tax-free land to the 
god Gangadhare$vara by Somanayaka and certain individuals for the merit of the king, 


No. B 189 written in Telugu language and Kannada characters belonging to the reign of the 
king Sadasivaraya is found engraved on a slab kept in front of the Añjaneya temple at Kannamedi 
in Pavagada Taluk of Tumakuru District, Karnataka. It is dated Saka 1479, Piñgala, Phalguna ba. 5, 
which corresponds to 1557 A.D, February 18, Thursday. The purpose of the inscription is to record 
the construction of the temple and the installation of the deity Siddhi-vinayaka at Kannameti 
agrahara (also known as Harihararaya-samudram) in Penugonde-rajya by Narasirnhabhatta, son of 
Ellambhatta. Further it registers that some individuals (names mentioned) endowed some gift for 
the merit of 32 temple servants who carry the umbrella (godugulavaru) of the deity during the 
temple processions. 


WESTERN GANGAS: No. B 171 from Jinnahalli written in Kannada language and characters, 
dated Saka 880 (958 AD), belongs to the reign of Satyavakya Permmanadi who may be identified 
with Maruladeva. It records the erection of a memorial stone (kalnatu) by Guddayya when certain 
Kundayya, a elephant rider sacrificed his life, due to the death of the king Bütuga. The Bütuga of 
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the present epigraph is evidently the same as Butuga II who fought and killed the Chola prince 
Rajaditya in the battle of Takkolam which took place in 94950 AD. 


It is hitherto believed by the scholars that Bütuga II ruled from 937 AD. to 960 AD. But, 
it is not correct as the discovery of this record states that he died in 958 AD. itself. Hence, we 
may come to conclude that he ruled from 937 AD. to 958 A.D. and not up to 960 AD. After 
his decease, his son Maruladéva, born to Revakkanimmadi ascended the Western Ganga throne. 
He was also known by other names viz, Punuseya Ganga and Marula. Versatile scholars like, N. 
Lakshiminarayana Rao and Panchamukhi RS. says that he came to power around 961 A.D. while 
Sheik Ali assigned to 960 A.D. However, based on the present inscription we come to know that 
he succeeded immediately after the death of his father Bútuga II in 958 AD. and ruled till 963 
AD. for a very short span of time. 


Maruladeva also assumed some customary royal titles like their predecessors such as Gañga- 
marthanda, Ganga-chakrayudha, Kamada, Kaliyuga-bhima, Kirthi-manobhava, Nitimarga etc. The 
discovery of the present epigraph also assign one more epithet Satyavakya Permanadi to him for 
the first time, which is most common title among the Western Gangas. 


Apart from this inscription the Kūdalūru and Kukkanūru plates of Marasimha II and the 
Hebbal inscription also refers to Marula while describing the genealogy. All these records were of 
later period than the present one. Hence, this is the only record discovered so far which belongs 
to the king Maruladeva. 


Few inscriptions from Sravanagudi (Nos B 180-88) written in Kannada language and 
characters of the 8^ century AD. are earlier noticed in Epigraphia Carnatica Vol. XII, Madhugiri 
Taluk (Nos. 92 to 95, 97 to 101). However, a lot of improvements in its reading are made in 
this report. All the hero stones mention death of individuals in many battles held between the 
Western Gangas and the Rāshtrakūtas. The Ganga king Śrīpurusha (725-88 AD) did not accept the 
suzerainty of the newly emerging kingdom of Rāshtrakūtas. Hence the battle became inevitable. 
From the other inscriptions, it is known that the contemporary Rāshtrakūta monarch Krishna I 
tried to expand his territory by capturing Manyapura, the capital city of Gangas. In this connection 
he also celebrated his victory in the same place. 


YADAVAS OF DEVAGIRI: No. B 233 from Pandharpur in Pandharpur Taluk of Solapur 
District, Maharashtra is found engraved on a slab locally known as chauranshicha lekha, fixed 
near the solakhamb-mandapa of Sri Viththal Rukmini temple. It belongs to the reign of the king 
Rāmachandradēva, dated Saka 1199, ĪSvara, Margisira, Su. 15, Friday, which corresponds to 1277 
A.D, December 11 and the weekday being Saturday. It is written in Maráthi language and Nagari 
characters and records a list of donations made on different dates by 232 donors, including the 
king and his minister Hēmādri for the purpose of reconstructing the temple of Vithobha. 


MISCELLANEOUS: Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from ^adhra Pradesh are two records 
in Prakrit language and Brahmi characters. Of these two records, No. B 15 found from Chēbrēlu 
in Chebrolu Mandalam, Guntur district can be palaeographically dated to 1% century AD. It seems 
to record the gift of a cloister (chatusala) and chaitya to lord Buddha of Garndasamata by a 
certain person (name not known) hailing from Tabáva This may be the earliest epigraphical 
reference of a matha in South India. The second inscription No. B 9 from A. Kottapalli in Todangi 
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Mandalam, East Godavari District is datable to 2% century AD. and it records the causing of an 


object (not clear) for the welfare of all beings by the gahapati Dhama along with his mother, 
Ranika, Ranisena and Lanika. 


Among the miscellaneous records from Karnataka are fifty-three inscriptions found from 
the excavated site of Kanaganahalli, in Chitapura taluk of Gulbarga district, written in Prakrit 
language and Brahmi characters of the 2" century A.D. Of these, three important inscriptions are 
given below: 


An inscription (No. B 101) records the gift of Buddha-pada by Kehicha for the wellbeing 
of all the worlds. 


No. B 118 dated Pakhe (8) is in fragmentary condition and seems to record the gift of a 
ayaka pillar by a certain person (name lost) hailing from Lichhiya (ie. Lichhavi). 


Another inscription No. B 135 records the gift made by Himarakhita, son of Vasumata 
hailing from Dhañakataka. 


ARABIC AND PERSIAN INSCRIPTIONS 


Appendix C has total 110 inscriptions with their specific details and gist Of these 110 
records some important ones are being highlighted. The present collection includes many epigraphs 
important for the historical and socio-economic data stored in them. 


This collection. includes many historically important dynastic records representing Sher 
Shah Sur, Mughal Emperor Aurangzeb and Farrukh Siyar, Mir Nizám “Ali Asafjahi and Lord 
Cornawalis, Viceroy of (British) East India Company. 


SÜR: The only Perso-Arabic record of Sur dynasty No. 101 comes from Kala mosque in 
Mohalla Rajbari, Burdwan District, (West Bengal) executed in beautiful Naskh and Nasta'līg style 
of calligraphy, mentioning the date of construction of mosgue which was built during the reign 
of Sher Shāh Sūr (154045 AD) in AH. 950 (154344 AD) It is also expressed in chronogram. 


MUGHAI: Among the Jhree Mughal records, No. 109, is a Persian inscription from Tahir 
Mosque, Islah Bazar, Burdwan District, (West Bengal) registering the construction of mosque by 
local Mughal servant, Sayyid Tahir, in AH. 1115 (170304 AD) during the reign of Mughal 
Emperor Aurangzeb ‘Alamgir. 


Record No. 110 comes from same locality and is also represented by the same legend, 
Mughal Emperor Aurangzeb ‘Alamgir and its builder, Sayyid Tahir, written in eloquent Thulth 
and Nasta'liq style of calligraphy. There is no.other information about the official status of the 
builder in the epigraph. It is published in ElM-1935-36 pp. 59-60. 


Pertaining to the Later Mughal No. 107, from Hijra Pada Mosque in Burdwan District, 
records the date of construction of Mosque to Ibn Kamal, probably local Jagirdar, in AH. 
1128 (171516 AD.) during the reign of Mughal Emperor Farrukh Siyar. It is also expressed in 
chronogram. 
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ASAF JAHÍ: A couple of records belonging to the Asaf Jahi dynasty of Hyderabad, are noticed. 
Of these, No. 59 is a Persian record, copied from Chanda Bibi Mahal, Maula ‘Alt Mohalla, 
Medchal in Rangareddi District, Telangana, recording the date of construction of the tomb in 
AH. 1231 (181516 AD). It may be specified that this record belongs to the fifth Asaf Jahi ruler 
Nawwāb Mir Nizam ‘Ali Shah Asaf Jah II who ruled during the period 1762-1803 AD. It further 
mentions that Rājkanwar Bài embraced Islam in presence of Ghufran Asaf Jah II Mir Nizam 
“Ali Khan who conferred her the title with Mahalaga Bai. 


Another record, No. 65 from the Boat lying in the compound of Dargah of Maula “Ali, 
Medchal in Rangareddi District, mentions the date of construction of the stone boat for serving 
sweet to the disciples donated by Karim-ud-Din, ‘Ali Shah, a humble servant of Nawab and 
staunch follower of Shiaite Islam in AH. 1253 (1837-38 AD) during the reign of Nasir-ud-Daula, 
Asaf Jah IV ( 1829-1857 AD). 


EAST INDIA COMPANY: A bilingual British Memorial record (No. 81) of Lord Marquis 
Cornwallis (1786-93 AD, & 1804 -05 AD), Governor General of Bengal, East India Company 
from Ghazipur District, (Uttar Pradesh) describes the life and achievement of Lord Cornwallis 
known as a great administrator and a successful commander-in-chief in the history of India during 
East India Company. He was appointed as Governor General of India twice. The first tenure 
from September 1786 to October 1793 A.D. is remembered for his valuable contributions towards 
revenue reforms, judicature system and the third Anglo-Mysore war. He introduced the system of 
permanent settlement which is a landmark in the history of revenue reforms. His great reform 
in judicature was the establishment of Nizamat sadr adalat or the Supreme Court of criminal 
judicature at Calcutta. Further, he separated the functions of District Collector and Judge. It is 
believed that the foundation stones of civil administration in India were laid by his predecessor 
Lord Hastings (1772-85 & 1813-23 AD), Governor General of Bengal, East India Company whereas 
the superstructure was raised by Cornwallis. He is known for his successful campaign of third 
Anglo-Mysore war during 1790-92 AD. in which he personally led the British army. Cornwallis 
was again sent to India for the second time in July 1804 AD. to tighten the administration and 
establish peace at any cost. But unfortunately he could not serve longer. Only after ten weeks 
while travelling on his mission to north-west he died at Ghazipur City, Ghazipür District of Uttar 
Pradesh on 5* October 1805 A.D. in the 67^ year of his age. The British inhabitants of Calcutta 
erected this monument in his honor. 


MISCELLANEOUS: Among the miscellaneous inscriptions, from Madhya Pradesh a couple of 
British Memorial records has been copied from the British Cemetery near the 'Idgāh graveyard 
in Betul District. Of these, epitaph No. 1 registers the demise of Captain James Ninth of the 
8 regiment of Bengal native infantry who departed his life at Baitool (now Betul) on the 9 
November 1824 AD. at the age of 34 years. Another Head stone No. 2 in the same graveyard 
records the departure of Lieutenant Colonel W.N. Foundation from this world who was commanding 
the 8" Regiment of Bengal native infantry. He expired on the 15" December 1824 AD. at the 
age of 48 at Neem Panee near Betul. 


An Arabic-Urdu epitaph No. 3 from Tdgah Wala Qabrastán <? Faratwada Betul road in 
Betul District mentions the date of martyrdom of Sayyid Aziz Husain, sen of Sayyid Mohsin 
Husain, Ex. Assistant Commissioner, son of Ibn Khan Bahadur Sayyid Muhammad ki». Sahiba 
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native of Lucknow Diwan of Garharwal estate. Sayyid Aziz Husain got drowned in AH. 1336, 
Safar 3 (1910 A.D, November 19) in the river Machhna while safeguarding his mother. He was 
born in AH. 1317, Safar 27 (1899 A.D, July 6) on Friday night Epitaph No. 4 copied from Lünia 
Pura Qabrastan, Indore District, refers to the date of demise of Shaikh Wazir Subedara son of 
Shaikh Bandhü Bhai, native of Ránipúra mohalla, Indore. He expired on AH. 1343, Ramadan, 17 
(1925 A.D, April 1) on Monday midnight A trilingual inscription No. 5 from Mangalnatha temple 
premises in Ujjain District is a prohibitory order stating that hunting is strictly prohibited in the 
adjoining area from the bank of Shipra river to tribeni Kalideh palace. It further registers the 
date as Vikram Samvat 1866 (1809-10 A.D) It is written in Hindi, Urdu and. English language of 
Nagari, Nasta'līg and Roman style of calligraphy. 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from Telangana, mention may be made of the 
following. Epitaph No. 7. written in Persian beautiful Nastalig style of calligraphy comes from 
Asafiya Qabrastán Kawadiguda, Secunderabad, Hyderabad District. It registers the date of demise of 
Khair-un-Nisa in A.H. 1296 (1878-79 A.D) which is expressed in chronograms as well Epitaph No. 
60 on the main entrance of the tomb of Chanda Bibi Mahal from Maula “Ali Dargah, registers 
the death of Mahalaqa Bài in AH. 1240 (1824-25 A.D)  Epigraph No. 62 copied from the main 
entrance of Maula ‘Ali Dargah refers to text of Kalima (Le. Faith of Islam) containing the date 
as AH. 1202 (1787-88 A.D) which probably refers to the date of construction of the Dargah of 
Maula "Alī. A Persian epitaph No. 63 on the facade of Dargah of Maula registers the death of 
Haider Bibi, daughter of Rajkanwar Bai in AH. 1235 (1819-20 AD). It further indicates that the 
grave exist in rock hill An Arabic epitaph No. 64 from the same place records probably the 
date of demise of Husain Jung in A.H. 1249 (1833-34 A.D) whose scribe is Murád “Ali, a resident 
of Hyderabad. Epitaph No. 67 a Persian metrical record copied from the compound of Maula 
‘Ali Dargah mentions the decease of Rukn-ud-Daula Mir Misa Khan Shahid who probably was 
martyred in AH. 1189 (1775-76 AD). It is written in beautiful Nastalīg style of calligraphy. 


From Uttar Pradesh, among the miscellaneous epigraphs are a good number of epitaphic 
records in Arabic from the premises of Dargah of Hadrat ‘Abul Ula, in the mohalla of Indar- 
pūrī in Agra District Of these, epitaph No. 72 records the demise of Muhammad Baz Khan, a 
local landlord of Agra who died in AH. 1027 (1617-18 A.D). A Persian epitaph No. 73 from the 
same place, mentions the death of Mrs. Akram Husain Khan, daughter of Muhammad Zaman 
Khan who departed from this materialistic world to eternal world in AH 1212 (1797-98 AD). It is 
written in beautiful Nasta'līg style of calligraphy. Head stone No. 74 refers to the date of demise 
of Mirza Hayat Beg who expired in AH. 1229 Dhil Hij ja 4 Thursday (1814 AD. November, 17 
Thursday). A Persian metrical epitaph No. 75 registers the unfortunate demise of Umrau Khanum 
at young age, who was the only daughter of her parents. She left this world to eternal world in 
AH. 1275 (1858-59 AD). 


An Urdu inscription No. 76 copied from Panchkuyián Qabrastán, Agra city in Agra 
District, assigns the demise of Muhammad Hasan Khan a owner of hotel in Agra city who 
departed from this ruined world to eternal world in AH. 1252, Dhil Hi jja 27 (1875 AD. February, 
05) Epitaph No. 77 from the same locality, mentions the decease of wife of Muhammad Hasan 
Khan, a owner of hotel in Agra city in AH. 1290 Rajab 04 (1873 AD, August 28, Thursday). 


Among the miscellaneous inscriptions from West Bengal, inscription No. 102 from Beri 
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Khana Jami mosque in mohalla Rajbari, mentions the date of construction of mosque by local 
landlord named Shaikh Budhu Haji (Haji Shaikh Budhū) in AH. 1280 (1863-64 AD). It is written 
in Persian of beautiful Nasta'līg style of calligraphy. A Persian epitaph No. 103 copied from Sher 
Afghan graveyard refers to the construction of the tomb of a lady namely Arjuman in AH. 1192 
(1778-79 A.D). It is executed in embossed Naskh style of calligraphy. A metrical Persian epitaph 
No. 104 from the Sher Afghan graveyard, records the date of demise of Núr-ud-Din in AH. 
1226 (1811-12 A.D). Another Persian inscription No..108 found on a loose slab from Jami‘ mosque, 
mohalla lakhandi in Burdwán District mentions the date of construction of the mosque by Janab 
‘Ali in AH. 1243 (1827-28 AD).
